&iamy  balloons:  Recently  sovor«il  reports  have  been  received  concerrlnj^ 
the  air;hting  of  an  unidenblfled  obje^ct  in  tho  air  havlnr.  a prinnry  color  of  white 
changing  to  red,  .then  to  groen,  and  located  In  tho  area  of  DT  'i^Q(i39^*  Ihsso  ob- 
servations were  made  on  10  }4ay  and  on  2»,  6,  and  7 «^une  between  the  hours  of  2102/1 
and  2!i00A«  In  tho  majority  of  cases  tho  object  was  ^loscribed  as  being  ogg  shaped 
or  round,  at  an  altitude  estimated  between  1000  ft  and  10,000  feet,  and  in  one  case 
it  was  reported  to  have  moved  very  rapidly  horizontally  for  a ^stance.  This  raove- 
r.ont  was  observed  through  a battery  comrsander*s  scope  and  masured  for  10  milos  of 
travel,  but. the  operator  reported  that  ho  could  not  traverse  fast  enough  to  keep  on 
target,  lliis  of  ject  was  observed  on  7 June  for  1 hour  and  5 ednutes  by  a traiTiod 
Air  Technical  jDntolligenco  specialist  and  a:,  ordivmca  Technical  Intolligenco  special- 
ist. As  a result  of  these  conservations,  <1  fon/ird  observer  Investigated  tho  area 
at  O9II1U9/I  saw  a balloon  boing  raised  and  lowered  on  a cable.  B/X  V'liAF 

Coiunentt  Ubst  of  tho  previous  sightings  of  >aiidentifisd  objects  have  occurred  In 
the  CT  and  OT  grid  areas.  The  high  ho^zrntal  speed  of  the  one  sighting  could  be 
account'ed  for  by  a free  balloon  cau{$it  in  a horizontal  draft  in  the  mountainous  areas 
of  that  sector.  The  purpose  of  raining  and  lowering  a balloon  so  noar  the  front 
lines  is  not  apparent,  but  could  possibly  be  a method  of  coinnunication.

An  F-94  flying  a lolssion  was  told  by  ground  radar  that  there  was 
an  unidentified  object  on  its  tail.  The  interceptor  aircraft  turned 
into  the  unknown  a^  locked  on  with  its  radar  at  7000  yds*  and  started 
to  close*  Both  the  pilot  and  the  R.O*  observed  a brilliant  white 
light  straight  ahead*  The  unidentified  performed  *a  steady  climbing 

turn  and  accelerated  at  a tremendous  speed  drawing  away  from  the  F-94 
sdiich  now  had  out  in  its  after-burner*  Hie  pilot  was  unable  to  close 
and  the  R.O*  lost  the  object  at  2600  ^s.  after  15  Mconds  of  contact. 

The  airborne  radar  was  checked  for  malfunction  before  and  aftor 
the  mission  and  found  to  bo  In  perfect  patterns

a#  Coranent  - The  flashes  of  light  with  no  definite  reference  points  makes 
the  estlnatlon  of  speed  seen  questionable.  There  la  no  indication  as  to  what  night 
have  caused  the  light.  Physiological  limitatlOTs  Tjould  greatly  lovter  the  crediti- 
bllity  of  estisatlon  of  slse,  distance  and  speed.  It  is  believed  that  there  have  been 
a number  of  sittings  similar  to  this  one  wliich  have  not  been  officially  reported, 
because  of  lack  of  any  further  information  ot^»r  than  tla  reported  flash  of  light 
and  no  definite  indieatim  of  distance,  speed  and  altituds. 
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iMath«r  and  .lind  Conditions  ot  tioa  of  sl^^htlugt  The  vioather  was  verjr  good  and 
air  to  ground  Tiiiblllty  was  opproxiraately  10  miles.  Air  to  air  visibility  un- 
limited. Only  a visual  contact  was  made.  tn.ible  to  contact  .>lth  radar.  There 
did  not  appeared  66  any  oeteorolo^ical  condici.<»s  or  activities  which  might

They  were  given 
a vector  whereupon  they  turned  bo  the  right  and  in  a clLob.  un  a liorth  £ast 
heading  the  unidentified  w:is  picked  up  by  the  radir  observer  and  lock-on  was  made 
at  7000  yards  and  appro'/ilmately  7500  foot  altitude.  The  aijcr'ift  stitrted  to 
close  with  the  unidentified  up  to  6000  yards  at  vdiich  time  theunidentified  wont 
into  a s^iollovr  cliiob  and  started  to  pull  away  until  the  unknown  vjhs  approximately

a.  IVas  the  airborne  radar  set  nalfunetioning:  The  set  w- s working  very  good. 

It  is  chedeed  out  before  and  after  each  mission.  The  type  set  is  /vPG-33. 

b.  £?(perienee  of  crew:  1st  bas  25  scrambles  and 

misslona  in  this  theatre.  1st  Lt^lH^^HHB^  Hadar  Observer  hae  23 
scrambles  and  mlssioa?  in  this  theatre.  He  has  worked  with  this  type  radar 
cquipaent  for  approccinvatejy  one  year.  The  crews  normally  work  as  a team  and 
if  possible  go  out  together  on  all  missions  and  scrambles. 

e.  Did  the  operator  take  his  eyes  off  the  scope  at  any  tl  o7  Fo.  The  opera- 
tor states  he  watched  the  scope  all  the  ti.e  until  the  lock-on  was  broken  at 
24,000  to  26,000  yards.  The  tirne  from  6000  yards  to  approxL-ntely  24,000  to  26,000 
yards  increase  in  range  took  about  14  seconds.  The  time  was  measured  by  counting 
verbally.  .-Jter  a period  of  ei^arience  the  operators  became  quite  proficient  In 
this  system  and  are  able  to  be  off  not  more  than  two  seconds  either  way  in  a period 
of  a minute. 


d.  .7as  pip  cantered*  or  was  it  at  edge  of  scope?  The  pip  was  centered  and 
about  10  degrees  high  at  all  times  until  lock-on  *was  broken, 

e.  Did  aeoeleratiun  appear  to  be  constant  or  did  it  ap{  oar  to  Jump?  Accele- 
ration was  constant  and  The  unidenttfiod  went  into  a shallow  climb 
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with  the  F-94  fc»llowin^  up  to  and  passing  10^000  foot  altitude  until  loek-on  was 
brokoT* 

f«  Size  of  Objects  The  radar  set  v;as  on  long  range  and  therefore  it  was  not 
possible  to  determine  the  size  of  ths  object#  It  is  possible  to  get  sighting  in 
short  range  only  up  to  5000  yards  t<hen  a conperative  size  can  be  obtained  frosa  the 
pip*  The  object  was  never  closer  than  6000  yards  and  at  long  range  the  pip  usually 
remains  the  same  in  size  eA.cept  for  a slight  fading  until  the  lock  in  broken*

From  the  information  obtained  it  would  appear  th'it  the  two  objects  might  have 
a relationship  to  each  other,  although  no  size  or  shape  of  either  one  could  be 
obtained*  The  point  of  interest  is  that  the  bright  light  w\s  abo/e  our  present 
bo.Tb  line  and  the  unidentified  high  speed  object  was  to  the  rear  of  our  front 
lines*

Vhlle  on  CAI^sortie  fron  K-13  Broedde  Infomed  ne  of  an  unknown 
located  at  CT  and  told  ue  to  Inreetigate*  After  deecendln^  to  2500 
feet  we  eav*  In  the  slave  of  the  front  line  eeaxchll^te*  a (>3iall  plane 
beaeathi  but  were  unable  to  detcend  farther  due  to  terrain  to  deteralne 
type*  Sronlde  told  ut  to  drop  It  and  take  up  a Southernly  headlns*  Vhen 
ve  turned  to  this  heading*  we  saw  a brilliant  object  above  and  in  front 
of  us  and  asked  Bronlde  if  ve  could  Inraetlsate.

Z then  rofuested 
Broadda  to  reotor  bo  for  an  interception  on  thie  new  unknown*  (At  this 
tins  the  brilliant  object  was  still  in  sl^t*)  When  X received  first 

vector,  Z wso  south  of  the  brilliant  object  and  started  a starboard  turn 
to  the  Intercept  vector  for  the  new  unidentified*  On  a ITortheaaterly
